Last week in “Your City’s Bus- 
iness” Mayor Burgess called atten- 
tion to certain problems incident 
to creation of a local high school 
district. These problems are not 
insurmountable. 


The Mayor says $15,600,000.00 of 
Sequoia’s assessed valuation (29%) 
is in the proposed district. Not a 
bad case upon which to start our 
building program! 

He says Sequoia has an elaborate 
and expensive plant which we help- 
ed finance; that we will lose our 
investment if we pull out. WE MUST 
EVENTUALLY ESTABLISH OUR 
OWN SCHOOL! Do we desire a 
branch of Sequoia or a school op- 
erated by ourselves? Do we wish 
to invest in buildings at Redwood 
City, or in our own community? 

Our communities are increasing in 
Population and business develop- 
Ment. Our assessment value curve 
is climbing steeply. Our annual in- 
vestment at Sequoia is pyramiding, 
and will eventually be a total loss. 
SEQUOIA 50% OVERPOPULATED 

Superintendent Argo recently re- 
ported to his trustees that Sequoia 
is NOW 50% overpopulated. Their 
excess school population approxi- 
mates the number of local students 
now attending Sequoia. Mr. Argo 
urged an immediate building pro- 
gram to serve their current needs. 
He indicated the estimated costs to 
he approximately ONE MILLION 
DOLLARS. None of this money will 
be spent in our area. It is for Red- 
wood City! 

Mr. Argo recommends that the 
$62,000 now set aside to purchase a 
School site in our community, be 
“dipped into”. I assume this “dip” 
‘would scrape the bottom of the bar- 
rel. 

OUTVOTED 4 TO 1 

The Mayor suggests that we re- 
main in the Sequoia District and 
elect trustees pledged to give us a 
branch school. We are outnumber- 
ed approximately 4 to 1 in voting 
strength. We cannot hope to elect 
‘even ONE of the five trustees if he 
pledged himself publicly to such a 
Program. We must have three trus- 
tees to get a board majority. Even

City Manager 
Salary Set 
At $500 Month 


A salary of $5000 per month was 
set for the new city manager of 
Menlo Park by the City Council 
Wednesday “night, following formal 
creation of the post. 

Cecil Longson, Los Altos civil en- 
gineer, was nominated for city man- 
ager and appointed by unanimous 
vote of councilmen. He took over 
his new duties immediately. 

In addition to asking his advice on 
@ number of matters, the council 
assigned several jobs to him. 


Among them was the task of sug- 
gesting where in Menlo Park’s high- 
Way system, $8,000 worth of state 
quarter-cent gas tax money could 
best be used. This money is Menlo 
Park’s part in state funds which 
must be spent this year, before a 
new law concerning gas tax allot- 
ments to cities goes into effect. The 
state has asked the council to re- 
commend needed projects. 


Longson was appointed street 
superintendent and parks and re- 
creation superintendent, but the 
position of building inspector was 
held open for the present. It is ex- 
pected that he will be named to that 
post if other duties do not prove 
too heavy. : 

Before passing the ordinance cre- 
ating the city manager post, council- 
men held a last-minute debate on 
whether or not personnel appoint- 
ments by the manager should be ap- 
proved by the council. They decided 
that they should not.

Trouble spots that would show up 
in case of rain are getting first pri- 
crity, Smith said. Menlo avenue 
and the short streets adjoining it are 
being graded and prepared for the 
first base. 

Meanwhile, the Sunshine Market, 
729 Santa Cruz avenue, complained 
to the City Council that torn-up 
streets and muddy conditions have 
caused a $500 loss to its business, to 
date, as well as causing inconven- 
iences for its customers. 

Owners said that after complaints 
to authorities proved of no ayiail, 
they ordered a load of gravel dump- 
ed in front of their store at their 
own expense, only to lose the gravel 
when a new ditch was dug the next 
day. 

In answer, Councilman Vernon 
Barker, commissioner of streets, as- 
serted, “I realize that the mud is not 
pleasant, but the City Council is 
not responsible for the weather!” 

He pointed out that merchants a- 
long Santa Cruz avenue repeatedly 
requested the street work done, and 
now that it was underway, they 
would have to have patience. Dis- 
pleasing conditions, he*said, are on- 
ly temporary.

timated the school will cost $300,- 
000, including $250,000 for the 
building and $50,000 for furnish- 
ings, preparation of grounds, and 
fees. 

This is an outside figure, he said, 
and includes 10 per cent extra “for 
good measure.” The estimate is 
based on present and expected fu- 
ture building costs. 

A complete neighborhood school 
plant is contemplated, including 
eight classrooms, a kindergarten, 
multi-purpose room (recreation and 
auditorium), kitchen, dining area, 
administration section, toilets, and’ 
janitor and storage areas. 

In spite of the cost, need for the 
School is undeniable, Chairman 
George Angus pointed out. 

Supt. Mel Homfeld asserted that 
without the building, double ses- 
sions through fourth grade at both 
Fremont and Central Schools 
would be necessary next yeary and 
through sixth grade the following 
year. He added, “Double sesions © 
are not conducive to good teach- 
ing.” 

The new school would relieve Ov= 
ercrowded conditions in both the 
present schools, Homfeld continued, 
Necause children could then be 
equally divided among all three. 

He commented that a new school 
could be filled next year, and even 
more classroom space would be 
needed within two years. 

The possibility of building only 
three or four rooms to satisfy pres- 
ent requirements was brought up, 
but Homfeld pointed out that build-

It does not apply because the question is not affecting the 
“will” but rather the “right road’ to the goal we all desire, 
namely, schools that will best serve our community, now and 
for years to come. 


In many matters Menlo Park has experienced a long ado- 
lesence. It has remained a sort of “little sister’’ to Redwood 
City and Palo Alto, letting them make its decisions. 


Menlo Park and its growing environs are certainly now of 
age, and it seems high time that they should decide matters 


privilegesfor our more than 600 pupils of today in this area, can 
possibly be made as long as we remain in the Sequoia High 
Schoo! District. 


The suggestion that Sequoia should help pay for a high 
school in Menlo Park sounds reasonable, since we have con- 
tributed so much to the large union school, but just try to en- 
force this opinior! If bonds did pass that would insure funds 
for needed high school building, what hope have we that Sequo- 
ia would not say, ‘Yes, you need a high school. It is our inten- 
tion that you shall have a high school. We are already con- 
sidering a locaticn for a high school down your way,—BUT, 
first we must use this money to enlarge the ‘’Mother’’ school 
where expansion and improvements are so sorely needed.” 


We also raise the question whether or not our withdrawal 
from Sequoia to form our own high school district at this end 
of the coutny would raise school taxes for the Menlo Park, Las 
Lomitas and Ravenswood communities over what they would 
be if we did not withdraw. 


We commend Clayton Elliott’s second argument for the for- 
mation of our own high school district in this issue, and we in- 
vite your reactions and opinions.

And there may -e some truth in this opinion, since we do not 


hear much of their concerted action for legislations and re- 
forms. 


But we cannot fail to hear of the loving world-wide devotions 
of the Friends Service Committee that moves into war-torn ter- 
ritories with its comforts for the body and soul of miserable 
humans, regardless of which “side” of a conflict they may have 
been in when their disasters came upon them. Millions will 
remember them and bless them for their impartial ministry. 


And so, in the long run it may be found that these non-com- 
batant Friends have done as much to influence cause and effect 
by their alleviation of the suffering from ‘‘effects,’’ as have 
those forces that work diligently to prevent man from ramming 
his head against the wall through his selfish ignorance, and who 


afterwards say that such stupidity deserves the misery it inflicts 
upon itself.

William, better known as “Doc”, 
Mundell was such a man: “Doc” be- 
cause he practiced for a short while 
as a dentist. He was a good one, 
too; but dentistry, however useful, 
was not vital nor adventurous en- 
ough to satisfy his militant ambi- 
tions. So he went back to his first 
love, newspapering. We joined the 
San Francisco Press Club in the 
same year, many, many moons ago. 
Sometimes I worked beside him, 
sometimes in another alley. But 
wherever there was action, there 
was Doc Mundell. And, wherever 
there was need, among his brothers 
of the Press or elsewhere, there was 
Doc, as well: lending a hand, financ- 
ially or sympathetically or both. 
Wherever there was crime or wrong, 
political or general, there ne could 
be found, swinging mightily, guard- 
ing the public welfare. In the Graft 
Prosecution, which upset and oust- 
ed an entire city government in San 
Francisco’s earlier days, Doc was an 
active figure, so effective and so 
potent that William J. Burns, the 
celebrated eastern investigator, im- 
ported to clean up the town, con- 
sulted Doc at every turn; finally 
drafted him into his organization. 
Most of Doc’s newspaper friends 
didn't like that merger. We didn’t 
like Burns, who, we thought, was 
more of a detective than a gentle- 
man. And, pretty soon Doc thought 
so too. He realized that San Fran- 
cisco needed a good investigation 
group. He formed his own and op- 
erated it for many years. The big 
banks and industrial executives had 
faith and trust in Doc.

“COME IN, PLEASE” 


November 11, 1918 

The air was chill but the sun 
shone brightly. We sat on the front 
steps of our mid-west home on that 
November morning. Our little son, 
wrapped warmly, nestled in my 
arms. 

The pain that had seemed always 
at the bottom of our hearts, no mat- 
ter what went on in our surface liv- 
ing, was suddenly lifted. Sorrow re- 
mained, to make us far too sensitive 
and too serious to join in the wild, 
fantastic fling through which count- 
less Americans gave vent to their 
long repressed hopes. 

So at last it was over! Some of 
our young neghbors would soon be 
coming home, and none of them 
need ever go to war again! Nor our 
boy, either, when he grew up. 

Today, twenty-nine years later, 
everyone must know that war be- 
tween the peoples of this little 
earth can never “win”.

By the time this is printed the 
City of Menlo Park will have em- 
barked upon the city manager form 
of government. It might be of in- 
terest to summarize the principal 
findings on city manager govern- 
ment in California in an article by 
Richard Graves, Executive Director 
of the League of California Cities, 
published in the June issue of West- 
ern City. 

Graves stated that the strong 
trend toward manager government 
was the most significant develop- 
ment in municipal government in 
California in the last year or two. 
ome 57 cities, ranging in popula- 
tion from Avalon’s 1637 to Oakland’s 
403,000, have some form of man- 
ager arrangement. And of the new 
city charters in the process of pre- 
paration, everyone provides for a 
manager. 

The relation of the city manager 
to the council’ is approximately 
identical with the relationship ex- 
isting between the board of direct-

broader policy problems of local 
government. To the manager is 


transferred the authority to hire, - 


fire and supervise employees. In 
exchange for this broad grant of 
authority, the manager is held re- 
sponsible for results, making it pos- 
sible to fix responsibility in a bus- 
iness-like manner. ‘ 


The manager does not attempt to 
fix policy, but he may advise the 
council on matters of policy when 
requested. The council members. 
may not give orders to city em- 
ployees, and must deal with them 
(except when making investiga- 
tions) only through the city man- 
ager. The manager is made re- 
sponsible for the preparation of the 
annual budget. The manager con- 
trols expenditures after the council 
adopts the budget. Coordination 
and direction of city operations is 
the most vital function of the man- 
ager. Planning is also a manage- 
ment function, and in 34 of the 45 
cities reporting on the question, the 
manager is a member of the plan- 
ning commission.

No Changes Made 
By MP Planners 


In New Zoning Law 


No major changes in the propos- 
ed revision of Menlo Park’s zoning 
ordinance resulted from the putéic 
hearing before the Planning Com- 
mission Monday night. The zoning 
ordinance is being brought up to 
Gate and unified. 


As a result, the Planning Com- 
mission recommended passage of the 
revised ordinance as drawn up. 


A protest from Kenneth S. Bene- 
dict, president of the Felton Gables 
Improvement Club, was made con- 
cerning proposed side yard require- 
ments, but the planning commission 
suggested that he bring the matter 
up again at the City Council’s hear- 
ing on the matter, November 25 at 
& p.m. at the City Hall. 

The machinery of adoption of the 
new comprehensive zoning ordin- 
ance now in progress, climaxes a 
year-long study of the zoning or- 
dinance by planning commissioners. 
There is little question of adoption 
of the recommendation of the plan- 
ning commission by the council. 


In fact, building permits based 
upon the proposed ordinance are 
being issued now, pending final 
adoption of the measure. Con- 
struction until lately has been 
held up because owners were wait- 


ing for the more modern zoning ~ 


requirements to go into effect. 


Next month, the planning com- 
mission will hold a hearing on adop- 
tion of a new building code and will 
set up new fire zone areas. The 
meeting is scheduled for December 
15. 

Meanwhile, the City Council has 
placed the recent Garland annexa- 
tion within the proposed “R-1-B” 
classification with agricultural use 
permitted. Minimum lot size is 10,- 
000 square feet, with minimum 
depth 100 feet and minimum width 
75 feet. 

The council Wednesday night 
went on record as favoring a front 
set-back map for areas already part- 
ly built up. Set-backs would de- 
pend upon the number of homes al- 
ready built and their location in the 
block.

to a unanimous vote for his dismis- 
sal. Menlo Park’s ordinance calls 
for only a majority vote both for 
appointment and dismissal. Our 
ordinance is possibly over-cautious 
in requiring approval of the council 
for all appointments and discharges 
made by the manager. Only 14 of 
the cities required’ councilar ap- 
proval for all or nearly all employ- 
ees, while 24 required no approval 
The remain- 
ing 7 cities required approval of 
certain appointments only. 

In many smaller cities the city 
manager is required also to hold 
other offices for reasons of economy, 
as will also be the case in Menlo 
Park. Other titles held in the 27 
cities where this is true include pur- 
chasing agent, director of personnel, 
clerk, assessor, water superintend- 
ent, building inspector, engineer, 
street superintendent, plumbing, 
sewer and electrical inspector, direc- 
tor of public works. license collect- 
or, and head -of all departments ex- 
cept clerk and treasurer. The ob- 
jection to requiring too many de- 
partmental duties of the manager is 
that he may have too many jobs to 
do other than management, thus 
causing administrative duties to be 
neglected. 

The salary survey for cities of 
our population class (7000 to 12,000) 
showed a high of $8,400, a low of 
$4,500, and a median of 6,000. The 
figures are probably somewhat high- 
er now than at the time of the sur- 
vey. We are fixing the salary in 
Menlo Park at $6,000. 

The manager’s job is to do the ad- 


ministrative work that individual |} 


city councilmen (who are unpaid 
and have their own living to earn) 
have neither the time to do, nor in 
most cases, the training and back- 
ground to qualify them in the field 
of public administration. Moreover, 
one administrative head is far more 
efficient and economical than five. 
The business of Menlo Park has 
grown to a point where it is unwise 
and expensive to leave it to the 
spare time direction of five citizens.

Must Be Lifted 


Gans said the quarantine was im- 
posed upon all parts of the district 
under his jurisdiction because dis- 
eases can be carried to points far 
distant from their original location 
because of modern fast transporta- 
tion. 

However, San Francisco, which is 
closer to Brisbane than Menlo Park, 
has not imposed a quarantine be- 


peared there. However, volunteer 
immunization of dogs in the City is 
being advocated. 

From the state department of 
Public Health comes a news release 
urging all residents in San Mateo 
County to cooperate fully with the 
health authorities in enforcing the 
county-wide rabies quarantine. 
The quarantine was imposed by 
Dr. Gans, on September 23rd after a 
“mad dog” captured in Brisbane 
was proved rabid. A third dog has , 
now been pronounced rabid in Bris- 
bane and four persons, bitten by the 
animal, are taking the Pasteur 
treatment. 

Information from the state health 
department points out that it is 
the nature of an animal suffering 
with rabies to go far afield, hence 
dogs in communities a distance from 
Brisbane should be kept on a leash, 
fenced in or tied. Also, that the 
slightest evidence of any possible 
symptoms should not be overlooked 
in one’s own pet or in a stray dog, 
but should be reported at once to, 
the health authorities.

ORDINANCE NO. 161 


ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK CREATING AND 
ESTABLISHING A CITY MANAG- 
ER FORM OF GOVERNMENT FOR 
SaID CITY; DEFINING THE 
AUTHRORITY, POWERS AND 
DUTIES OF THE CITY MANAG- 
ER; AND, REPEALING ALL OR- 
DINANCES IN CONFLICT 
THEREWITH. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1: Office of City Man- 
ager Created. The office of City 
Manager of the City of Menlo Park 
is hereby created and established. 
The City Manager shall be appoint- 
ed by the City Council solely on 
the basis of his executive and ad- 
ministrative qualifications and abil- 
ity, and shall hold office at and 
during the pleasure of the City 
Council. 5 

SECTION 2: Eligibility. Residence 
in the City of Menlo Park, at the 
time of appointment, shall not be 
required as a condition of appoint- 
ment. 

No person elected to membership 
on the City Council shall, subse- 
quent to such election, be eligible 
for appointment as City Manager 
of the City of Menlo Park until one 
year has elapsed after he has ceas- 
ed to be a member of the City Coun- 


cil. 

SECTION 3: Bond. The City 
Manager shall furnish a corporate 
surety bond to be approved by the 
City Council in such sum as may 
be determined by the City Council 
and shall be conditioned on the 
faithful performance of the duties 
imposed on the City Manager as 
herein prescribed. 

SECTION 4: Absence. In case 
of the absence or disability of the 
City Manager, the City Council may 
designate some duly qualified per- 
son to perform the duties of the 
City Manager, during the period of 
absence or disability of said City 
Manager, subject, however, to said 
person furnishing a corporate surety 
bond conditioned on faithful per- 
formance of the duties required to 
be performed, as set forth in SEC- 
TION 3 herein. 

SECTION 5: Compensation. The 
City Manager shall receive such 
compensation as the City Council 
shall from time to time determine 
and fix by resolution, and said com- 
pensation shall be a proper charge 
against such funds of the City that 
the City Council shall designate. 

Said City Manager shall be re- 
imbursed for all sums necessarily 
incurred or paid by him in the per- 
formance of his duties, or incurred 
when traveling on business pertain- 
ing to said City under direction of 
the City Council; reimbursement 
shall only be made, however, when a 
verified itemized claim, setting forth 
the sums expended for which reim- 
bursement is requested, has been 
presented to the City Council, and 
by said City Council duly approved 
and allowed. 

SECTION 6: Powers and Duties. 
The City Manager shall be the ad- 
ministrative head of the City Gov- 
ernment under the direction and 
control of the City Council, except 
as otherwise provided in this Or- 
dinance. He shall be responsible for 
the efficient administration of all 
the affairs of the City which are 
under his control. In addition to his 
general powers as administrative 
head, and not as a limitation there- 
on, it shall be his duty and he shall 
have the power: - 

(a) To see that all laws and Or 
Ginances of the City are duly en- 
forced, and that all franchises, per- 
mits and privileges granted by the 
City are faithfully observed. 

(b) To control, order and give di- 
rections to all heads of departments, 
subordinate officers and employees 
of the City, except the City Clerk, 
City Treasurer and City Attorney; 
and to transfer employees from one 
department to another; and to con- 
solidate or combine offices, positions, 
departments or units under his di- 
rection, provided, however, that 
nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to supersede the authority 
of the Civil Service Board of the 
City in the matter of classification 
of City officers or employees. 

(c) To appoint and remove any 
officers and employees of the City 
except the City Clerk, City Treasur- 
es and City Attorney, subject to the 
Civil Service system in the City of 
Menlo Park. 

(d) To exercise control over all 
departments of the City government 
and over all appointive officers and 
employees thereof, except the City 
Clerk, City Treasurer and City At- 
torney. 

(e) To attend all meetings of the 
City Council unless excused there- 
from by the Council, except when 
his removal is under consideration 
by the Council. 

(f) To recommend to the City 
Council for adoption such measures 
and ordinances as he deems neces- 
sary or expedient. 

(g) To keep the City Council at! 
all times fully advised as to the | 
financial conditions and needs of | 
the City. 

(h) To prepare and submit to the 
City Council the annual budget. 

(i) To purchase all supplies for 
all of the departments or divisions 
of the City. No expenditure shall 
be submitted or recommended to 
the City Council, except on report 
or approval of the City Manager. 

(j) To make investigations into. 
the affairs of the City, and any de- | 
partment or division thereof, and 
any contract, or the proper per- 
formance of any obligations run- 
ning to the City. | 

(k) To investigate all complaints 
in relation to matters concerning 
the administration of the City gov- 
ernment and in regard to the ser- 
vice maintained by public utilities 
in the City, and to see that all 
franchises, permits and privileges 
granted by the City are faithfully 
performed and observed. 

@) To exercise general supervi- 
sion over all public buildings, public 
parks and other public property 
which are under the control and 
jurisdiction of the City Council and 


ticular board or officer. 

(m) To devote his entire time to 
the duties of his office and the in- 
terests of the City of Menlo Park. 

(n) To provide leadership for civ- 
ic movements designed to benefit 
the residents of the City when so 
authorized by the City Council. 

(0) To perform such other duties 
and exercise such other powers as 
may be delegated to him from time 
to time by Ordinance or resolution 
of the City Council. 


SECTION 1%: Civil Service. The 
exercise of the powers and duties 
of the City Manager herein, and the 
provisions of this Ordinance, shall 
be subject to Ordinance No. 128, en- 
titled, “An Ordinance of the City 
of Menlo Park creating and estab- 
lishing a Personnel System for said 


‘City’, passed and adopted on the 


22nd day of May, 1945 by the City 
Council of the City of Menlo Park, 
and Resolution No. 458, establishing 
the rules and regulations respecting 
such personnel system pursuant to 
the provisions of said Ordinance No. 
128 of said City, which resolution 
was passed and adopted by said 
City Council on the 28th day of 
August, 1945, as to classification of 
employees, the appointment, trans- 
fer, promotion, demotion, removal, 
suspension, dismissal and re-instate- 
ment of such employees and the 
procedures outlined therein govern- 
ing the same. 

SECTION 8: Orders and Direc- 
tions. The City Council and its 
members shall deal with the ad- 
ministrative services of the City 
only through the City Manager, ex- 
cept for the purpose of inquiry, and 
neither the City Council nor any 
members thereof shall give orders 
to any subordinates of the City 
Manager. 

SECTION 9: Removal. The re- 
moval of the City Manager shall be 
only on a majority vote of the whole 
Council. (Subject however, to the 
provisions of the next succeeding 
section.) In case of his intended 
removal by the Council, the City 
Manager shall be furnished with a 
written notice stating the Council’s 
intention to remove him and thé 


reasons therefor, at least thirty days’ 


before the effective date of his re- 
moval. 

Within seven days after the de- 
livery to the City Manager of such 
notice, he may by written notifica- 
tion to the City Clerk, request a 
public hearing before the Council. 
Thereafter the Council shall fix a 
time for the public hearing which 
shall be held at its usual meeting 
place, but before the expiration of 
the thirty day period, and at which 
the City Manager shall appear and 
be heard. 

After furnishing the City Man- 
ager with written notice of intend- 
ed removal, the City Council may 
suspend him from duty, but his 
compensation shall continue until 
his removal by resolution of the 
Council passed subsequent to the a- 
foresaid public hearing. 

In removing the City Manager 
the City Council shall use its un- 
controlled descretion and its action 
shall be final and shall not depend 
upon any particular showing or de- 
gree of proof at the hearing; the 
purpose of which is to allow the City 
Manager to publicly present to the 
City Council his grounds of opposi- 
tion to removal prior to its action. 

SECTION 10: Removal after 

Municipal Election. Notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of this Ordinance 
hereinbefore enumerated, the City 
Manager shall not be removed from 
office during or within a period of 
ninety days next succeeding any 
general municipal election held in 
said City at which said election a 
member of the City Council is elect- 
ed; the purpose of this provision is 
to allow any newly elected member 
to the City Council or a reorgan- 
ized City Council to observe the ac- 
tions and ability of the City Man- 
ager in the performance of the 
powers and duties of his office. After 
the expiration of said ninety day 
period aforementioned, the provis- 
ions of the preceding section as to 
the removal of said Manager shall 
apply and be effective. 
SECTION 11: City Manager not 
in Civil Service. The office of City 
Manager is hereby specifically ex- 
cluded from the Civil Service or 
Personnel System of the City of 
Menlo Park, and the City Manager 
shall not be entitled to the benefits, 
advantages or protection of said 
Civil Service or Personnel System 
of said City, he shall not be subject 
to the procedures outlined or pre- 
vailing in said system. 

SECTION 12: © Repeal. Section 1 
of Ordinance No. 151 wherein coun- 
cillor committees are created (ex- 
cepting the creation of the Finance 
Committee which is not effected by 
this repeal provision) is hereby re- 
pealed, and all other Ordinances 
or parts of Ordinances in the City 
of Menlo Park in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 13:  Constitutionality. 
If any section, subsection, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this ordinance 
is for any reason held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this Ordinance. The 
City Council of the City of Menlo 
Park hereby declares that it would 
have passed this. Ordinance and 
each section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause and phrase thereof, irrespec- 
tive of the fact that any one or 
more sections, sub-sections, sentenc- 
es, clauses or phrases be declared 
unconstitutional. 

SECTION 14: Effective Date — 
Emergency. This Ordinance is here- 
by declared to be an Ordinance for 
the immediate preservation of the 
public health, welfare and safety on 
the ground and for the reason that 
there is a vacancy in three import- 
ant offices in the City of Menlo 
Park, to-wit: Office of Street Sup- 
erintendent, office of Building In- 
spector, and office of Superintend- 
ent of Parks and Recreation, and it 
is necessary that vnese offices and 
departments of said City be im- 
mediately administered in conjunc- 
tion with the City Manager form of 
government created and establish- 
ed in this Ordinance for the best in- 
terests and immediate advantage of 
the citizens of Menlo Park. There- 
fore, this Ordinance shall take ef- 
fect immediately and shall be pub-
